oles, a ſtudie without glaſſe-windowes, bookes without 
couers,and a thzed-bare Jerken without a cloake,thy bell? 
pincht with lacke of vicualls, thy head ake with fruitleſfle | 
ſcudie, and thy hart fick with griefe ol minde, thy welcome 
tolo in molt companies, thy placs belowe thy inferieurs in 
wozth, ſhouldered of euer Jack, and ſometime and with 
out a ſtoole: andtherefoze, if thou be a Diuine, get a Ee; 
nefice, if a Philition,get a lute, if a Gromctritian, gette an 
office of ſurueying, if whatſoener,get monp, and then ſcrue 
God, and followe what ſtudy thou wilt .

be, J will waite on vou as J come by yon : foz this night 3 
am inuited at the Keepers of the great Parks, where ha 

ning paſt my wozd, J would keepe my pzomiſe, - | 

Dit, quoth the Angler, vſe your difcretion, now to moꝛ⸗ 
row, 93 at an other time, yeur welcome is ſet downe , and 
your company deutet, and theretoꝛe I befeech vou, while 
I hall rmoy the benefite of your good tompanie, let me be 
beholding to you fe your diſcourſe.

lie ſpeake ofthe little woꝛld of my wonder. Foz in her eve 

was the ſeate ofpittie, in her hart the honvur.of vertue, and 
in her hand the bounty of diſcretion : to ſe her countenance 
the comfoztlefſe, argued a diuine ſpirit, to heare her ſpeak, 
which was neuer idle,pz8oued an ozacle of wit, to beholde - 
her pzeſence , might ſprake of amiraclein nature: to bee 
ſhozt, except Plato, I knew no ſuch philoſopher : except the 
erceptcd, I meane the Lady of Ladies in this wand, the 
honour of women, and wonder of men, the teacher of witt, 
and the amazer of the wiſe, the terriũer of the pꝛoude, and 
 thecomfozter of the opp2eſſed, the beautie of Nature, the 

wonder of Reaſon, and the iop of honour : the hand-maid of 

God, the heauenly creature of the Earth, and the moſt woz- 
thie Queene in the word, the pzincely Godveſle, 02 divine 
P ꝛintelle, the gracious ſoueraigne of the bleſſed Jland of 
England: except J ſay this ſun of the earths ſkie, J'knowe 
not a ſtarre of that ate that can compare light with thys 
Lady: while her thoughts keepe the ſquare of ſuch diſcreti⸗ 
on, that no idle humour dare enter the tift of her conceit. 
What pꝛaiſe can be ginen to that ſpirit, that hath ſo ozdered 
the carefull courſe of her ſences ? ſhe doth all things as thee 
did them nat, and vſeth the wozlv as thee eſteemed it not, 
Vonour is her ſeruaunt, Uertue is her loue, Truth is her 
ſtudie, and Peditation is her exerciſe : yet is he affable, | 
with ſuch curteſie; as winnes houoz in humilitie: to make 
an abꝛidgement of her pꝛapſes, in a few wo2ds of her weoz- 
thines, let this ſuffice, that Patare and Mit, Uertue and 
Yonour, Pitty and Bounty, Care and nindneſſe, haue ſq _ 
w2ought together in the perfecting of a peerelelle creature, 
that J may bite my tongue, and butne my penne, lay vn 
my little wits, and wilh foz a moe diuine ſpirit, to enter 


into the conceit of her deſert, ere J further chew me weak:

mong many good parts, whereof her pꝛaiſe is top ful, 3 wil 
tell vou one action, and not the leaſt, that fell out in my time 
of attendante on her fauour: Mer houſe beeing in a maner 
a kind of little Court, her Loꝛde in place cf no mrane tom⸗ 
maund, her perſon no leſſe then wozthily and honourable 
attended, as well with Gentlewomen of excellent ſpirits, 
as diuers Gentlemen offine cafiage, bcſives all ether ſer⸗ 
uants, each of ſuch reſpta in his place, as well might give 
pꝛaiſe to the Gouernonrs, where honoz ſette ih rules ot ſuch 
diſcretion. It might perhaps ſceme teadicus, to ſet downe 
the truth of ſach perticulers as deſerucd a generall comen- 
dation, where firft, God daily ſerurd, religion trulie pꝛea - 
thed, all quarrels auoyded, peace carefully pꝛeſerued, ſwea⸗ 
ring not heard of, where truth was eaũlie bela ued, a table 
fully furniſhed, a honſe richly garniſhed, hono2 kindly en⸗ 
tertained, vertue highly eſtgmed, ſeruice well rewarded, 
and the pooze blefſebly relieued, might make much foꝛ the 
truth of my diſcourſe, while Cnnte can but fret at her con- 
feſſion : but leaſt in blowing at a coale J do but put out the 
fire, and obſcure her pzaiſe, that may bee pend by a better 
ſpirit, let this ſuffice foz the ſum of my ſpeech, that where 
the exe of hononr,did ſet the rule of gouernment, kindnelle 
was a companion in eqery toꝛntr of the houſe { now, to this 
luttie Earths kind of Paradiſe, among many ſundzy kinde 
ol pcople, came by chaunce a pot Gentleman in the ruins 
of his foztune,by the deuiſe of a cloſe conveyance of an ima ⸗· 
gined friend bought in, hauing moze wit then diſcretion, 
in the nature ofa godfole,togiue this Ladycagſe of laugh- 
ter: who no ſoner ſoundedthe ſubſtance of his wit, but with 
the derpe exe of her rare indgement, perting info the hum- 
ple vertue of his ſpirit, pittying his foztune,and perteiuing 
his want, made vſe of his ſeruice in a better ſence, and in 
the dwine nature al her blcCſed ſpirit, determined the mean 
of his aduauncement, With her countenaunce che gratz ; 
Me nene 
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him, with good wozds the fauonred him, with her bountie, 
the rcliened him, and would ſuffer no man to hurt him: foz 
ſering honeſtie want maintenaunce, and vertue oppat ſſed 
with malice, ſhe did not like a helping hand to fill vp a halte 
penny purſe with a pooze reckoning, but like herſelfe in the 
abſolute power of her honourable ſpirit, ſhe tomſoꝛted the 
afflicted minde, reuiued the hart halfe dead, and as it were 

d2awne out ofthe ditch of miſery , ſette the ſpirite in the 
warme ſunne of Gods bleſſing. Thus did this P2inceſſe 
entertaine thys pooze Gentleman, till by the facton of the 
malicious, the dclightfull woꝛking of the enutous, 4 the de⸗ R 
ſart of his owne vnwozthinelle, finding in the decetuing of 
this his bꝛight ſun, the finking ol his too happy fauour, ſup- 
ping vp his ſoꝛrowe to himſelfe, taking leaue foz a time, to 
trauaile about a little idle buſines, in a coldſ\nowy day paſ- 
ſing ouer an vnknowne plaine, not loking well to his way, 
02 beeing oʒdained tothe miſet v of ſuch nuſ-foztune, fell ſo 
deepe downe into a Saw-pitte, that he ſhall repent the fall 
while hee liues: foz neuer (ance daring to pʒeſume, but in 
pꝛapers to thinke on his faire Painct ſle, and liuing in pꝛe 
Cottages, to loke towards that Court · like pallace, he hath 
gone vp x do wne like a ſhadowe without ſubſtante, a purſe 
without money,and a body without a ſpirit, | 
Foz cuer {ince, as he hath often told me,ifhe haue tome 
among men, it hath bene like a Faire of rude peoplt, com- 
pared to the ſwert company of that heuſe, if in the company 
of women, like a meeting of Gofips , in reſpca of the gra- 
| cioasſpirits of the ſ\veete. creatures of that little paradice: 
and it by chaunce in his weary paſſage, hee hath had any 
pziuate conference, with ſome eſpetiall bird of the Coun⸗ 
trep, pct foꝛ all the beſt notes that cuer he heard, they were 
all Sparrowes to his Nightingale . Foz accozding tothe | 
diſpoſitions of their minds, hee might ſ the weakenes of 
their ſpirits : as ſome would talke of nothing, but the ne 


4g, faſhion, pinning ofruffes, arching rebaters th pots 
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dich tire, and the long bodies: the fine fuffe, and the pꝛet⸗ 
tie pinke, the Lawne ſhadow, and the cutwozke Lace ; o⸗ 
ther ofthe pyed Cow, the bay'Yozſe,the black Shape,and 
the bꝛanded Pig: another: her Palt in the Kill;her Dates 
in the ſcuttle, and her Rye in the ſheafe, her Checſe in the 
p2eCe, and her Butter in the therme. How with this ga⸗ 
limawfrey of ſuch good matter, as filled his cares with 
moze ſound then god ſence, moſt he ſatiſ-fie his ſozrowfull 
part, that, when it got him alone by him ſclfe, with calling 

to minde the excellent matter, that in variety of methode 
be had often heard from the mouth of dis Nlinerua, would 


ſo fall into a ſighing, that had not the heancns the better 
bleſt it, it wouldſurely haue burft aſunder . Foz, ſay quoth 
be, that though ſome few J found efcxtraoztinary good ſpi⸗ 
rits, yet among a number oftheſe Countrey daunces, I did 
light on ſuch a Galiard, as had a trick aboue Trenchmour, 
and could ſpeake moze to the purpoſe , then many er the 
wines of the Pariſh, who hauing red many Engliſh boks, 
could tell pzetty tales ofivle people, vet compare this Cha 
fall with my Diamond, che would quickly ſhe w her dun⸗ 
nes: and among all other things, ifby the reuenue of a 
Pp2etty Dairy, the could pꝛiuily put tp th2ee pence to ſpend 
at a blind bꝛidaile, it per haps in a good humour, the had a 
minde to pleaſure a poꝛe friend, it would come ſo d:opping 
_ vat of her fingers, as though it hang at her hart blod : and 

then perhaps with ſuch a leſlon to it, to take h&de of vn⸗ 


ty21ftines , with a chzug or the ſhoulders at the hardnes of 
the wozld, that it would bzeake the hart of a good minde, 
to thinke on the miſery of ſuch Almes, | ö 
Jo goe from Hiues that giue the golden honey, 
To ſhilling Spirits, that will tell their money. 1 
And then calling to mind the golden ſhowꝛes of his La- 
dies fauours, bled inwardly in the hart, with ſuch dzops of 


bnſcene teares, as makes him like Adam out of Paradice, 


hope of no happines , till hee come at heau

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Phenix, line in aſhes, till he ay get life by the verfue of 
his night Dunne againe: andnolv this is only his wozld- 
ly comfozt, that the lineth, whom his hart honourcth, and 
his ſoule pꝛaveth lo, though his vnwozthy ere, be abando⸗ 
ned the bleſſing of his ſences admiration : Who though he 
ue in the dungeon of fozrowes darknes, will neuer ceaſe 
pꝛaper to the heauens fb} his bzight Dunncs cternall bleſs

| Mendianis, ſo her foule may be bleſſed in the higheſt Czls. 
Alas pwze w2etch, quoth the Angler, why doe your eyes 
water your ch&kes, at the ſyntting vp of this diſcourſe ?: Ar 
it be your ſelfe, be not diſmaide, Pzinces haue gracious . 
ſpirits, and great powers, who at the time of their pleas 
ſure will confozt paticnce in miſery : and after the woe of -
